New blow for Obama health 
law 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama's 
health care law suffered a 
new blow Monday, as his 
administration delayed a 
k ey comp o n ent re quirtn g 
small businesses to provide 
insurance to employees or 
face a fine. 

Hie decision was the lat¬ 
est glitch to Obama's signa¬ 
ture domestic achievement 
which has been plagued by 
political attacks and a disas¬ 
trous debut for a sign-up 
website 

Department of Treasury 
o ffi ci ais writing rules for the 
Affordable Care Act decided 
that business with fewer than 
100 workers but more than 
50 would have an extra year 
-- until 20Id to offer health 
care to employees or face a 
fine 

Hie requirement, known 
as the employer mandate had 
already been put off by one 
year. 

"While about 3d percent 
of employers are not subject 
to the employer responsibil¬ 
ity provision, for those em¬ 
ployers that are, we will 
continue to make the compli¬ 
ance process simpler and eas¬ 
ier to navigate," said 
Assistant Secretary for Tax 
Policy Mark Mazur 



Finns with over 100 em¬ 
ployees will get more time to 
complete the insurance 
process but will still have to 
start paying a fine for some 
workers in 2015 if they fail to 
offer health insurance to 
workers. 

Republicans seized on the 
new adjustment to the law to 
accuse Obama of usurping 
his powers to cover up far 
what they see as the health 
care reform's failure. 

Hie White House seems 
to have a new exemption 
from its failed law for a dif¬ 
ferent group every month," 
said Mitch McConnell, the 
top Republican in the Senate. 

It's tune to extend that ex¬ 


emption to families and 
individuals -- not just 
businesses." 

Republicans are mak¬ 
ing controversy over the 
health care law the center- 
piece of the campaign to 
win mid-term elections, 
in the hop e of taking back 
the Senate

now discredited promise 
that if Americans liked 
their existing plans and 
doctors they could keep 
them. 

Obama however argues 
that after early glitches, the 
law is gathering pace. 

He says nine million peo¬ 
ple have now signed up for 
new insurance policies or 
joined an expanded Medicaid 
program for the poor 

He also touts reforms that 
now prevent private insur¬ 
ance firms from turning away 
patients with pre-existing 
conditions from taking out 
new policies

United States warned its na¬ 
tionals, m a rare, highly de¬ 
tailed public caution, not to 
travel on US-bound 
Caribbean Airlines flights 
originating in Guyana Mon¬ 
day through Wednesday. 

In an unusually specific 
warning, the US embassy in 
the capital of Georgetown 
made the appeal because it 
had "received unconfirmed 
threat information" on 
Caribbean Airlines flights de¬ 
parting Monday, a statement 
posted on the embassy's web¬ 
site said. 

"Out of an abundance of 
caution, the embassy advises 
all US -citizens in Guyana 
traveling on Caribbean Air¬ 
lines (CAL) to the United 
States from Monday Febru¬ 
ary 10 through Wednesday 
February 12, to make alter¬ 
nate travel arrangements, 11 the 
statement said

stepped down m January.

York Mayor Bill de Elasio 
said Monday that the city 
would give undocumented 
immigrants identity papers 
to allow them to live more 
normal lives. 

"To ail of my fellow New 
Yorkers who are undocu¬ 
mented, I say New York 
City is your home too, and 
we will not force ANY of 
our residents to live their 
lives in the shadows," de 
Blasio said m a speech at 
Queens College. 

The initiative's am is to 
ensure that undocumented 
residents are able to do 
things like open bank ac¬ 
counts, sign leases and gain 
access to basic services. 

"We will protect the al¬ 
most half-million undocu¬ 
mented New Yorkers whose 
voices too often go un¬ 
heard," de B'lasio said.

1 17 percent an Monday to 
$S9.53, bringing its year-to- 
date loss to 11.5 percent. 

Google, despite Monday's 
modest dip, is near its all- 
time high and has doubled in 
value since July 2012 The 
shares closed Monday at 
$1,172.93. 

Hie California-based In¬ 
ternet group is the ’world 
leader in online advertising, 
its Android operating system 
has become the dominant 
platform for smartphones and 
is also gaming fast in tablet 
devices 

Go o gie's oth er proj e cts m - 
elude a self-driving car and 
its Google Glass eyewear. 
The company recently 
bought Nest Labs in what is 
seen as a move into con¬ 
nected home technology.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - in 
low-income countries, people 
with cars, televisions and com¬ 
puters at home are far more 
likely to be obese than people 
with no such conveniences, re¬ 
searchers said Monday 
Eating more, sitting still and 
missing out on exercise by 
driving are all likely reasons 
wiiy people with these mod¬ 
ern-day luxuries could be gain¬ 
ing weight and putting 
themselves at risk for diabetes, 
researchers said 
The findings in the Cana¬ 
dian Medical Journal suggest 


extra caution is needed to pre¬ 
vent healtli dangers in nations 
that are adopting a Western 
lifestyle 

“With increasing uptake of 
modern-day conveniences -- 
TVs, cars; computers - low 
and middle income countries 
could see the same obesity and 
diabetes rates as in higji in¬ 
come countries that are the re¬ 
sult Df too much sitting, less 
physical activity and increased 
consumption of calories/ said 
lead author Scott Lear of 
Simon Fraser University. 

"Tins can lead to potentially 


devastating societal health 
care consequences in these 
countries" 

The same relationship did 
not exist in developed na¬ 
tions, suggesting tiie harmful 
effects of these devices ou 
heal tli are already reflected m 
the high obesity and diabetes 
rates. 

The study included nearly 
154,□□□ adults from 17 coun¬ 
tries across the income spec¬ 
trum, from the United States, 
Canada and Sweden to China, 
Iran, India, Bangladesh and 
Pakistan. 

Televisions were the most 
common electronic device in 
developing countries — 73 
percent of households had one 
-- followed by 34 percent that 
owned a computer and 32 per¬ 
cent with a car. 

Just four percent of people 
in law-income countries had 
all three, compared to S3 per¬ 
cent of people m high-income 
countries. 

Those that did have elec¬ 
tronics were fatter and less ac¬ 
tive than those that did not 

People with all three were 
almost a third less active, sat 
2D percent more of the time 
and had a nine-centimeter (3.5 
inches) increase in waist cir¬ 
cumference, compared to 
those that owned none of the 
devices. 

The obesity prevalence in 
developing countries rose 
from 3 4 percent among those 
that d wned no devices to 14.5 
percent for those that owned 
all three 

In Canada about 25 percent 
of the population is obese and 
m the United States, about 35 
percent of people are obese. 

"Our findings emphasize 
the importance of limiting the 
amount of tune spent using 
household devices, reducing 
sedentary behavior and en¬ 
couraging physical activity m 
the prevention of obesity and 
diabetes," sand the study 


BEIJING (AFP)-A total of 31 
people died from H7N9 bird 
flu m mainland China in Janu¬ 
ary, the government an¬ 
nounced Monday, making it. by 
far the worst month in the out¬ 
break. 

Tli ere were a total of 127 
confirmed human H7N9 cases 
in January, according to a 
statement by the National 
Health and Family Planning 
Commission (NHFPC) 

The number is almost as 
high as for the whole of last 
year, when China had 144 con¬ 
firmed cases including 4 b 
deaths 

Flu viruses are seasonal and 
die first human cases emerged 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Consumers may expect tli at 
medical treatments approved 
for the US market are safe and 
thoroughly tested, but a study 
out said that is not always the 
case 

Some drugs undergo more 
rigorous testing than others, 
while most are never com¬ 
pared tD existing treatments to 
see if they are better or worse, 
said the study by researchers at 
Yale University. 

The study of the American 
Medical Association reviewed 
die process by winch 1 S3 new 
therapies were accepted for US 
market by the Food and Drug 
Administration over a seven- 
year span. 

Some 37 percent were al¬ 
lowed on the market based on 
die results of a single trial that 
was never replicated or con¬ 
firmed 

Fewer than half were com¬ 
pared to treatments already on 
die market 


in February 2013, so that the 
outbreak did not encompass all 
of last winter 

It has reignited fears that a 
bird flu virus could mutate to 
become easily transmissible 
between people, threatening to 
trigger a pandemic. 

But NHFPC spokesman Yao 
Hong wen told a press confer¬ 
ence "So far the features of 
human infection of the H7N9 
bird flu have not had obvious 
changes and most cases re¬ 
mained sporadic. 

The World Health Organisa¬ 
tion also says there is no evi¬ 
dence of sustained 

hum an -t o -hum an transmi s- 
sion 


Although patients may think 
that doctors only dole out safe 
and effective medicines, a 
closer look at the FDA process 
raised doubts, said Downing 
In some cases, the FDA's 
"regulatory flexibility" can 
pave the way for faster ap¬ 
proval of "potentially effective 
therapies for life-threatening 
diseases, such as certain can¬ 
cers, or those diseases for 
which tli ere is no existing ef¬ 
fective treatment," said the 
study. 

To insist tli at ah drugs meet 
the same standard could result 
in higher costs and longer wait 
tunes. 

Still, researchers said the 
public and the regulatory com¬

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Britain's River Thames on 
flood alert 



LONDON (AFP) - Flooding 
in Britain spread along the 
River Thames and be gear to 
threaten London on Monday 
as a political row over die han¬ 
dling of' devastating winter 
storms erupted into the open. 

The Environment Agency 
issued 14 severe flood warn¬ 
ings — meaning lives are at 
risk -- m the affluent counties 
of Suit ey and Berkshire t.o the 
west of tile capital, after the 
Thames broke its b anks 

Some areas are already 
underwater, including parts of 
the Great Windsor Park, the 
grounds of Queen Elizabeth 
II's castle at Windsor, winch it¬ 
self is built on higher ground 

The Berk slur e fire service 
rescued at least Id people on 
Monday, including several 
from their homes in the 
flooded village of Wray shiny, 
a spokeswoman said. 

In the village, residents 
donned waders and even a full 
wetsuit as the waters rose. 
Some co nip lamed that the vil¬ 
lage had been abandoned by 
the authorities, who are al¬ 


ready under fire over their 
handling of flooding in south¬ 
west England. 

"It's been bloody hopeless, 
there has been nobody t.o help 
at all," Sylvia Davies, the wife 
of the parish council chair¬ 
man, told AFP. "We need 
sandbags desperately but they 
have only just arrived " 

Somerset m southwest Eng¬ 
land has been under water for 
weeks after the wettest Janu¬ 
ary since I7dd, and more bad 
weather is expected over the 
coming days. 

Devastated communities 
have criticised the official re¬ 
sponse, saying more should 
have been done to protect 
their properties from flooding. 

At the weekend, communi¬ 
ties minister Eric Fieldes ad¬ 
mitted the government made a 
"mistake" in not dredging 
rivers hut insisted the decision 
had been taken on the advice 
of the Environment Agency, a 
government bo dy. 

"1 am really so rry that we 
took the advice .. we thought 
we were dealing with ex¬ 


perts," said Pickles, a member 
of Prime Minister David 
Cameron's Conservative party. 

Chris Smith, the head of the 
Environment Agency who has 
been fighting off widespread 
calls to resign, hit back on 
Monday accusing ministers of 
holding back vital funds. 

Smith, a former minister for 
the now opposition Labour 
government, said the Treasury 
had limited the amount the 
agency could spend on flood 
management, in Somerset, 
win ch has b een hardest hit by 
the rising waters 

The government last week 
announced £130 million (155 
million euros, $215 million) m 
extra funding for emergency 
repairs and maintenance. 

London itself is protected 
by the Tliatnes Barrier, al¬ 
though a suburb to the south 
of the capital, Croydon, an¬ 
nounced plans to divert rising 
Headwaters caused by heavy 
ram away from homes and 
businesses by pumping them 
into a p edestn an underpass.

Panama president blames 
former canal chief for crisis 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - 
Panamanian President Ricardo 
M artindli M q nday blame d the 
Panama Canal's former admin¬ 
istrator for the current crisis 
surrounding its massive exp an¬ 
si dii proj ect — where work has 
been halted over a billion-dol¬ 
lar payment dispute. 

Martinelli said Alberto Ale¬ 
man Zibieta was "responsible 
for what has happ ened," refer¬ 
ring to the raw over who will 
cover M.6 bilbon in cost over¬ 
runs m tlie project to enlarge 
the 80-kilometer (50-nule) wa¬ 
terway bilking the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans. 

Aleman Zibieta, a Panaman¬ 
ian engineer, u r as m charge of 
the independent Panama Canal 
Authority in 2DO9 when it 
awarded the largest contract m 
the expansion project -- worth 
some $3.2 billion -- to the 
GUPC consortium led by 


Spanish company Sacyr 

The GUPC bid was $3fi3 
million lower than budgeted 
by the canal authority and well 
below bids from competing 
companies. 

In an interview on Pana¬ 
manian television, Martinellu 
suggested Aleman Zibieta and 
the canal authority should have 
anticipated the GUPC was un¬ 
derbidding. 

“Everyone here knew the 
state of the company Sacyr, 
that, it was having financial 
problems," Martinelli said, 
dubbing the current situation 
"the chronicle of a death fore¬ 
told " 

The canal authority and the 
GUPC consortium have 
locked horns since December 
over the overruns on widening 
the canal to accommodate 
massive cargo ships in the cen¬ 
tury-old waterway, which han¬ 


dles five percent of global 
seaborne trade 

GUPC claims unforeseen 
geological difficulties have 
forced them to spend much 
more on cement than expected. 
They say that they based their 
estimates on data provided by 
the Canal Authority that was 
incorrect. 

The canal expansion is one 
of tlie world's most ambitious 
•civil engineering projects and 
w r as due to be completed next 
year — but the builders have 
said completion may now be 
delayed up to five years. 

The original canal, built by 
the United States mostly with 
workers brought in from the 
Caribbean, was completed in 
1914. 

The canal generates $9 fib 
million a year for Panama, 
nearly 10 percent of the coun¬ 
try's total annual income 


US takes India to WTO on solar 
energy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said Monday it 
was taking India to the WTO 
to open up its solar industry, 
raising a new dispute weeks 
after a bitter feud over a diplo¬ 
mat's arrest. 

The United States asked for 
talks under the World Trade 
Organization to change India's 
requirements for the use of do¬ 
mestic content as part of the 
energy-hungry country's plan 
to boost solar power. 

"Tins kind of discrimination 
is against WTO rules and we 
are determined to stand up for 
US workers and businesses," 
US Trade Representative 
Michael From an told re¬ 
porters 

Fro man insisted that the ac¬ 
tion was consistent with calls 


by President Barack Obama's 
administration to work with 
India on renewable energy. 
The world's two largest 
democracies have both identi¬ 
fied dun ate change as a major 
area for cooperation 

"Domestic content require¬ 
ments detract from successful 
cooperation on clean energy 
and actually impede India's de¬ 
ployment of solar energy by 
raising the cost," Fruman said 

Under the WTO process, die 
Geneva-based body would set 
up talks between the United 
States and India to find a solu¬ 
tion. If the consultations do not 
succeed within 30 days, the 
United States could ask the 
WTO to set up a panel tD settle 
the dispute 

The move comes after US 


authorities in December ar¬ 
rested a New r York-based In¬ 
dian diplomat on charges of 
underpaying her servant and 
lying on her visa application, 
setting off one of the worst 
rifts in years between the 
countries. 

The row abated a month ago 
when the diplomat, Devyam 
Khobragade, was allowed to 
return tD India just as she was 
being indicted. Indian law¬ 
makers and commentators ac¬ 
cused US authorities of 
humiliating the diplomat 
through a strip -search 

Fro man said that the Obama 
administration valued rela¬ 
tions with India and consid¬ 
ered discussion of disputes to 
be part of "maturing" trade 
ties.

SOCHI (AFP) - Who won 
what at the 2014 Winter 
Olympics on Monday: 

MEN - Speed skating - short 
track - 15O0m 

Canada's Charles Ham elm 
claimed Ins third Olympic gold 
with victory in the 15 00m with 
China's HanTianyu taking sal¬ 
ver and Victor Aim giving 
hosts Russia their first ever 
Olympic short track medal 
with bronze 

Hamelin, 29, previously 
won gold m the 5Q0m and the 
5000m relay in the 2010 Van¬ 
couver Games. 

"It's not my best distance, 
but I had a really good start 
and was able to control the 
race afterwards/ said 
H am elm, we aring a a ew In gh - 
tech spandex suit. 

It was a fifth Olympic medal 
for Alin, formerly known as 
Aim Hyun-Soo, who won gold 
in the lQOQm, 1500m and 
5000m relay for South Korea 
m 2Q0d, before switching na¬ 
tionalities after failing to qual¬ 
ify for Vancouver. 

Biathlon - 12Alcm pursuit 

France took its first gold of 
the Sochi Olympics when 
Martin Four cade won the 
biathlon pursuit but Norwe¬ 
gian legend Ole Einar Bjoem- 
dalen narrowly missed out on 
an outright Winter Games 
medals record 

Ejoerndalen started the race 
equal with Norwegian crass 
country ski great Bjoern 
Daehlie on the all-time record 
of 12 medals won for the Win¬ 
ter Olympics. 

But despite showing good 
ski speed, Bjoemdalen missed 
targets in the second prone and 
both standing shootings to 
come m fourth in 34 14.5 just 
1 7sec behind France's Jean 
Guillaume Beatrix m third. 

"I think I had the chance to 
win. When I missed the shot, 1 
knew that was the end for me 
1 was not strong enough on the 
shooting/ said Bjoemdalen 
who still has four more events 
to race m Sochi to get the 13- 
medal record. 

Four cade, wiio took ins first 
gold to add to Ins silver in the 
mass start at Vancouver in 
201 D ; dominated the race from 
the mid-stage and even had the 
time to clench Ins first in tri¬ 
umph after a dear final shoot¬ 
ing 

He finished in 33:4S.fi, 
14.1 sec ahead of Qndrej 
Moravec of the Czech Republic 
who came in second for silver

Michel Mulder saw off a 
fierce challenge from Ins

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - A 
Brazilian journalist injured 
while reporting on violent 
clashes with protesters in Rio 
was declared brain dead on 
Monday, highlighting concerns 
about security just four months 
ahead of the World Cup 
Television news cameraman 
Santiago ilidiD Andrade, 49, was 
left m a coma after being struck 
on the head by a flare during 
protests against bus fare in¬ 
creases last Thursday. Rio de 
Janeiro's public health office 
said Monday that neurosurgeons 
at Souza Aguiar municipal hos¬ 
pital had declared the rnarned 
father-o f-one brain dead. 

The latest violence has re¬ 
newed concerns about security 
far the World Cup, which pro¬ 
testers have vowed to target 
once more The Brazilian Asso¬
